1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/14/201 1 , with respect to the rejection of claims 45- 
49, 51-53, 55-60, 62, 63, 65 and 66 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Accordingly, that rejection has been withdrawn. 

2. Regarding claim 66, which is directed to a "computer readable storage medium", 
it is noted that the current specification specifically differentiates between "storage 
media" such as RAM, ROM and other types of physical storage and "communication 
media", such as modulated data signals. In light of the specification, the term "computer 
readable storage medium" has been interpreted to specifically exclude non -transitory 
media such as signals, carrier waves or other forms of modulated data signals. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 45-49, 51 -53, 55-60, 62, 63, 65 and 66 are allowed.
